the 80,000-word report on “ Mark­ 
ets After the

The report was prepared as a 


guide to business conditions in the 
final stages of the defense build­ 
up and after spending for m ili­ 
tary purposes turns down. The 
crucial year will be 1955, it said. 


It predicted defense spending 


will reach a peak of 55 to 60 bil­ 


lion dollars late in 1953, will run 
at peak levels through 1954 and 
will fall off in 1955 to 50 to 55 bi!- 
lions. Defense expenditures would 
then go on down toward a more 
or less permanent level some­ 
where between 40 and 50 billion 
dollars a year, It said. 


Meanwhile, it said, spendable 


income may go up 7 per cent. 


The report was written by the 


Commerce Department’s Office 
of Business Economics after a 


six-month study in which other

Committee for Economic Devel­ 
opment (C E D ) co-operated. 


The report said

The report cited this, plus con­ 


tinued population growth, unfill- 
cd needs for schools, hospitals 
and highway building, moderni­ 
zation and replacement, possible 
tax reductions, sizable individual 
savings, and social security bene­ 
fits. as major offsetting factors to 
slackened defense spending and 
any tendency toward recession. 
But the report came up with the 
conclusion that bigger production 
and purchasing power 
are

keys to locking out depression. 
The survey assumed interna­ 


tional conditions and U. 8. mill- 


tary goals in the next three year* 


would not appreciably change. 


Because the economy is 
now 
more or less keeping pace with 
both civilian 
and 
military re­ 


quirements. the report said, there 
will be neither a backlog of de­ 
mand nor a letdown in 1955. 


In the present national security 
program, military spending is ex­

many scientists estimate will be 
required to accelerate a rocket to

♦ The first objective in creation of 
sn unmanned, 
artificial 
satellite 
would be to provide an eye-in-the- 
sky with which to watch what hap­ 
pened anywhere in the Northern 
Hemisphere as the satellite orbited 
around the earth. A camera linked 
electronically to the earth 
would 
serve as the eye, scientists say. 
While scientists think they have 
solved many of the major engineer­ 
ing projects for getting an artificial 
^satellite aloft and on 
station 
in 
space, it would cost 
big money. 
Estimates range from three to five 
billion dollars for even a compar­ 
atively modest unmanned satellite.

/'f a 10-year sentence. May w as sen­ 
te n c e d after the famed Canadian 
soy plot was cracked in 1946. He 
told the court he slipped atomic 
secrets to Russian agents for the 
“ safety of mankind.” He would say 
nothing more about the case.

21 U.S. Navy 
Ships Hit By 
Reds In Year 


TOKYO lip — Communist gunfire 
hit 21 U. S. Navy ships off Korea 
in 1952, the Navy said today in a 
year-end report. 
Sixteen 
officers 
and men were killed and 55 wound­ 
ed by the Red attacks. 
The only ship lost 
during the 
year was the tug Sarsi, which hit 
a mine in August. Two crew’ mem­ 
bers were killed, three are missing 
and four were wounded. 
The Navy said its 
planes 
and 
warships maintained an “ absolute 
blockade of the enemy coastline” 
while 
hammering 
Red 
targets 
along the coast and far inland. 
In August and 
September, 
the 
Navy launched its first guided mis­ 
siles against North Korean targets. 
; The pilotless planes were escorted 
to the target by “ mother” planes 
from U. S. aircraft carriers.

Chinese Hurl 
Heavy Attack 
Against Ridge 


S E O U L UP—Chinese Reds hurled 
their heaviest attack in two weeks 
against 
embattled 
Sniper 
Ridge 
Sunday night but the massed fire of 
dug-in 
Allied infantrymen drove 
them back. 
The crack of rifle and machine 
gun fire echoed across the frozen 
Kumhwa Ridges 
on 
the 
central 
front for five hours in the frigid 
predawn darkness. 
The Reds first attacked with two 
platoons, then built up to company 
strength, almost 200 men. The Chi­ 
nese lost an estimated 42 men in 
i their abortive assault on a spur of 
Sniper 
Ridge 
known 
as 
Rocky 
Point. Only brief and isolated fights 
were reported elsewhere along the 
front. 
An officer on the western front 
said the Chinese sharply increased 
their artillery fire on that sector 
late today. The Red gunners dump­ 
ed 600 rounds into a comparatively I 
small area. They have been unusu- i 
ally quiet on the western front for 
several days. 
Cloudy skies and 
snow squalls 
grounded most Allied warplanes. 
A 200-plane raid by Allied air­ 
craft Sunday blasted a sprawling 
troop center near the North Korean 
capital. Pyongyang. Sabrejets fly­ 
ing protective cover destroyed two 
Communist Mig-15s, probably de­ 
stroyed a third 
and damaged a 
fourth. 


N E W Y O R K GJV— President-elect 
Eisenhower has instructed a group 
of advisers to come up with rec­

An informed source, who asked

LOYALTY OATH LAWS 
INVALIDATION OF Oklaho ma’s lo y alty 
o ath law by the Supreme Co urt o f the Unit­ 
ed States rests o n the gro und that it is so 
arbitrary as to o ffend due pro cess. Specif­ 
ically , the high co urt say s a state may no t, 
in attempting to bar dislo y al perso ns fro m 
its emplo y , ex clude perso ns “ so lely o n the 
basis o f o rganizatio nal membership,” with* 
o ut co nsideratio n o f whether they 
k n e w 
that the o rganizatio n was eng ag ed in sub­ 
v ersiv e activ ities. 
In thus ho lding, the co urt draw's what it 
terms a decisiv e distinctio n between its Ok­ 
laho ma ruling and its sustaining last y ear 
o f New Yo rk’s law o f similar impo rt. The 
latter statute requires the State Bo ard o f 
Regents to make its o wn listing “ after full 
no tice and hearing” o f what o rganizatio ns 
adv o cate o v erthro w7 o f g o v ernment by le­ 
gal means. Membership in an o rganizatio n 
so listed is ev idence fo r jo b disqualificatio n 
in the scho o l sy stem.

WEANING PROCESS 
MORE PROGRESS IS repo rted in the 
labo rio us pro cess o f weaning Euro pe away 
fro m U. S. eco no mic aid. Last y ear alarm­ 
ed internatio nal planners intro duced a eu­ 
phem ism — “ defense suppo rt aid” — to 
camo uflag e fo reign aid grants. 
No w the Organizatio n o f Euro pean Eco ­ 
no mic Co o peratio n, which is described as 
the co ntinent’s trade asso ciatio n fo r Euro ­ 
pean reco v ery , has anno unced as its go al 
eliminatio n o f American aid. 
Tho ugh this act reflects acceptance o f 
the inev itable, it is no t to be discredited 
with faint praise. The 
18-natio n OEEC, 
which the United States and Canada jo ined 
this y ear as asso ciate members, env isio ns 
co mplete disco ntinuance o f 
A m e r i c a n 
hando uts. 
It urges Euro pe to achiev e greater pro ­ 
ductio n, take drastic steps to bring abo ut 
internal financial stability and to initiate 
pro grams ppo inting to ward co mmo n mar­ 
kets. Perhaps the time is no t far distant 
when a fully weaned Euro pe will be able 
to thro w away the bo ttle. 


Sco res o f civ ilian go v ernment wo rkers 
are being laid o ff because departments 
fo und they wre spending their appro pria­ 
tio ns to o rapidly . Easy co me, easy go . 


When it co mes to manpo wer, the United 


States is a weak co untry , po ssessing o nly 
156 millio n perso ns as co mpared with abo ut 
800 millio n in the So v iet wo rld, o r 362 mil­ 
lio n fo r India. If o nly manpo wer mattered, 
the United States co uld be o v errun and in­ 
undated by Asiatic and Slav ic ho rdes. 
Fo rtunately fo r us, o ur real po wer lies 
in the o v erwhelming pro ductiv e capacity 
o f o ur peo ple. That pro ductiv e capacity , 
which includes an unbeliev able ingenuity in 
analy zing and so lv ing what seem to be in­ 
surmo untable pro blems, in two wrars pro v ­ 
ed o ur ability to pro v ide means and de­ 
v ices to achiev e v icto ry . Our pro ductiv e 
m anag em ent has do ne better than o ur 
statesmen, who lo st in the nego tiatio ns. * 
Frederick C. Mills, in a brilliant analy sis 
o f this situatio n, published by hte Natio nal 
Bureau o f Eco no mic Research, makes an 
ex tremely telling po int: 
“ Ov er the last half century the real na-, 
tio nal pro duct o f the United States increas­ 
ed fiv e-fo ld, while po pulatio n do ubled. Out- 
j 
put per capita o f the po pulatio n increased 
two and o ne-half times. Here wras the basis 
o f a substantial adv ance in eco no mic po w- 
er and in lev els o f co nsumptio n. Ov er this 
same perio d the to tal v o lume o f human ef­ 
fo rt go ing into pro ductio n (measured by 
manho urs o f labo r input increased by 80 
percent. The great gain in to tal o utput was 
wro n with an increase in labo r input well 
belo w the increase in po pulatio n. Here is 
ev idence o f a gain in welfare in ano ther di­ 
mensio n—a sav ing o f effo rt and a lighten­ 
ing o f the to il by which the material needs 
o f life are satisfied. 
“ The majo r instrument used in the win­ 
ning o f these dual gains was enhanced pro ­ 
ductiv ity . . .** 
No slav e labo r was emplo y ed to achiev e 
this stupendo us result. In fact, wag es in­ 
creased, ho urs were sho rtened, wo rking 
co nditio ns impro v ed. The actual standards 
o f life were raised to what, 50 y ears ago , 
seemed unbeliev able lev els. The machine 
to o k up the lo ad o f the increase. And the 
machine is the pro duct o f the human mind, 
an instrument designed to free man fro m 
the limitatio ns o f his o wn phy sical strength 
and functio ns. 
The pro per utilizatio n o f the machine and 
the adjustment o f manpo wer to it require 
scientific m anag em ent which eliminates, to 
an increasing degree, guesswo rk and esti­ 
mates. Scientific manag em ent applies no t 
o nly the principles o f engineering to indus­ 
try but it pro bes into all the natural sci­ 
ences to achiev e its ends. Witho ut it, ato m­ 
ic fissio n wo uld hav e been impo ssible and 
the bo mb co uld nev er hav e been made. 
This instrument is the pro duct o f sev eral 
tho usand industrial enterprises sy nchro niz­ 
ing their plants and kno w-ho ws o n a single 
pro blem. This o peratio n, mo re than 
any 
o ther, pro v ed the industrial capacity o f 
this co untry because it was an ex piratio n 
into the unkno wn. 
Our mo st pressing industrial pro blems 
at this mo ment are war and the prepara­ 
tio n fo r war. This is o rdinarily a wasteful 
hit and miss business, because in war two 
targets stand befo re manag ement: I. The 
quickest defeat o f the enemy ; 2. The uti­ 
lizatio n o f mechanical dev ices with a v iew 
to minimizing the lo ss o f human life.

Severe Mental Cases M ay Be 
Helped By Brain Operation 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M D. 
OUR state hospitals are filled 
with people, man y of whom mu st 
stay there becau se of sev ere m en ­ 
tal disorders. These people—the 
In san e an d the seriou sly psy chot­ 
ic—are a great econ omic an d 
medical han dicap to the rest of 
u s who hav e to su pport them. 
An y treatm en t which cou ld re­ 
tu rn these people to their fami­ 
lies—or ev en better, to produ ctiv e 
work—is a great an d welcome 
adv an ce. While psy chiatry has 
made great strides in other fields, 
it still has far to go in dealin g 
with sev ere men tal disorders. 


Used in Sev ere Cases Only 


On e su ch adv an ce is the oper­ 
ation kn own as prefron tal lo­ 
botomy . This operation is n ev er 
u sed ex cept in the most sev ere 
cases where all other methods 
hav e failed an d there is n othin g 
to look forward to bu t a life of 
perm an en t in san ity . These are 
the cases In which practically 
an y chan ge wou ld be a distin ct 
improv emen t. 
In the operation , the su rgeon 
sev ers certain n erv e tracts lead­ 
in g to the fron tal lobes of the 
brain . These are the lobes tha t 
seem to con trol worry an d an x i­ 
ety . The operation can u su ally be 
performed with little risk to the 
patien t, an d in a fairly short 
time. 
So me Remarkable 
Results 
The resu lts are sometimes re­ 
markable. In on e series of 500 
operation s, a fifth of the patien ts 
cou ld actu ally leav e the hospital 
an d su pport themselv es. An other 
fifth w’ere well en ou gh to retu rn 
home. 
In gen eral, abou t a third of all 
patien ts operated on hav e shown 


I remarkable improv emen t, a third 
; are moderately improv ed, while 
a third are n ot improv ed at all. 
Remember that this ty pe of 
su rgery is n ev er recommen ded 
ex cept for patien ts with sev ere 
emotion al distu rban ces, mostly 
those w’ho are difficu lt to man age 
ev en in a hospital. These people 
cou ld n ev er get alon g in n ormal 
society . 
Lo ses Fear and Wo rry 
Those who gain most from the 
operation are the on es with se­ 
v ere an d prolon ged an x ieties an d 
fears, or sev ere obsession s an d 
compu lsion s. After a su ccessfu l 
operation , the patien t loses a 
great deal of his n erv ou sn ess, 
ten sen ess, fear, worry an d de­ 
pression . He stops bein g bothered 
by delu sion s an d hallu cin ation s, 
j 
At the same time, he is n ot 
completely n ormal. As the price 
! of these great improv emen ts, the 
operation cau ses the person to 
grow somewhat lazy an d u n tidy , 
an d also careless, especially in 
what he say s. He also has a ten d­ 
en cy to gain weight, an d show’s 
little of the ambition an d driv e 
of the av erage person . 
Prefron tal lobotomy is thu s n ot 
a complete cu re, bu t it does seem 
to be a great help for the seri­ 
ou sly psy chotic patien t.

In effect, he was bo wing to the 
po wer o f So cialist and Co mmu nist 
pro pag anda which has wo rked cu n­ 
ning ly fo r many y ears to 
create 
su ch co nfu sio n in wo rds and terms 
that o u r o wn peo ple wo u ld dro p o u r 
o wn terms and slo g ans and peddle 
theirs. 
The meaning o f “ capitalism” and 
“ priv ate enterprise” c a n n o 
t be 
chang ed u nless we want to tear u p 
o u r dictio naries and create a new 
lang u ag e. 
Since the o rig in o f the Eng lish 
lang u ag e the wo rd “ capital,” in its 
eco no mic sense, has meant mo ney 
o r 
an ag g reg ate o f g o o ds 
with 
which to pro mo te the pro du ctio n o f 
o ther g o o ds o r serv ices. “ Capital” 
is mo ney o r pro perty at wo rk:

with y o u r “ capital.” And ag ain y o u 
are a “ capitalist.” 
Bu t do n’t blu sh with s h a m e

Americans are, in a small way , 
pro v iding capital which in so me 
manner is g o ing into the stream 
o f American bu siness and co m­ 
merce to keep o u r eco no my aliv e, 
and dy namic, and pro g ressiv e. 
Manag ing y o u r life so well that 
y o u can pu t so me o f y o u r earning s 
to wo rk as “ capital,” directly o r 
indirectly , is the attribu te that has 
bu ilt the fo u ndatio n fo r American 
pro g ress. 
And it has do ne mo re fo r 
the 
impro v ement o f the eco no mic wel­ 
fare o f the hu man race than any 
thing cise I can think o f. 
There simply co u ldn’t be any

Webster described it as an 
eco no mic setu p “ in which the o wn- j 
ership o f land and natu ral wealth, 
the pro du ctio n, distribu tio n, and ex ­ 
chang e o f g o o ds, and the o peratio n 
o f the sy stem itself, are effected by 
priv ate enterprise and co ntro l u n­ 
der co mpetitiv e co nditio ns.” 
“ Capitalism” in its pu rest sense! 
do es no t necessarily establish the 
rig ht o f priv ate pro perty , o r pri­ 
v ate o wnership. The priv ate enter­ 
prise sy stem do es. Priv ate pro perty 
is the key sto ne o f the sy stem. 
In my o pinio n the rig ht o f priv ate 
pro perty is the o ne mig hty pillar 
that su ppo rts the ho pse weYall liv e 
in in America, o u r way o f life, the 
v ery freedo m that permits u s to 
g ro w in mo ral, phy sical, material, 
mental and spiritu al statu re.

Christmas Tree 


Is Useful Even 


After Big Day 


A Christmas tree may be u sefu l 
after Christmas. 
It can become an ou tdoor bird 
feeder, a protection for small 
tender shru bs or a Winter mu lch 
for garden plants. 
Children home from school cou ld 
help dispose of the tree in this way . 
It wou ld be constru ctiv e, far less I 
hazardou s than tossing Christmas 
trees into the street where children 
often pick them u p, drag them to a j 
corner lot and start a bonfire. 
And less dangerou s than tossing 
a discarded tree into the fireplace. J 
A fir tree that has been u sed as 
a Christmas tree mantes the best 
bird feeder becau se its needles will 
: remain most of the Winter 
ou t ­ 
doors. 


AFTER THE tree has serv ed its 
pu rpose indoors, place it in 
t h e 
back y ard, perhaps in the corner of 
a garden. Anchor it well by digging 
a hole for the base or stem, or by 
placing it in a container which will 
not tip ov er. 
Then hang pieces of su et or pine 
cones dipped in peanu t bu tter or 
melted grease at the end of ou ter 
branches. Don’t tie the su et too far 
in the tree for the birds might in­ 
ju re their wings try ing to feed. 
The children will be fascinated 
by ju ncoes, finches, sparrows and 
cardinals that a tree bird feeder 
will attract. Place a container of 
water beneath the tree, for birds 
need drink as well as food. 
Bou ghs of a Christmas tree can 
be cu t off and u sed as little lean- 
tos arou nd azaleas or other su ch 
shru bs. This will protect the plants 
from high dry ing winds and s u n 
scald. Enou gh air passes throu gh 
the needles to permit aeration of 
the plants. 
Christmas tree branches also 
m ay be placed cu rv ed-end u p 
ov er 
flower 
beds, 
chry santhe­ 
mu m plots, or between roses. 
It is best to do this when there 
is no snow on the grou nd. 
T h e 
bou ghs will prev ent the soil 
from 
heav ing du ring Janu ary and Feb­ 
ru ary .

OUR stat# hospitals ara Ailed 
with people, many of whom m ust 
stay there because of severe m en­ 
tal disorders. These people—the 
insane and the seriously psychot­ 
ic—are a great economic and 
medical handicap to the rest of 
us who have to support them. 
Any treatm ent which could re­ 
tu rn these people to their fam i­ 
lies—o r even better, to productive 
work—is a great and welcome 
advance. While psychiatry has 
made great strides in other fields, 
it atm has far to go in dealing 
with severe m ental disorders. 
Used In Severe Cases Only 


One such advance Is the oper­ 
ation known as prefrontal lo­ 
botomy. This operation is never 
used except in the moat severe 
cases where all other methods 
have failed and there ii nothing 
to look forward to but a life of 
perm anent Insanity. These are 
Die case* In which practically 
any change would be a distinct 
im provem ent 
In the operation, the surgeon 
severs certain nerve tracts lead­ 
ing to the frontal lobes of the 
brain. These are the lobes th a t 
seem to control worry and anxi­ 
ety. The operation can usually be 
performed with little risk to the 
patient, and in a fairly short 
time. 
Some Remarkable Results 
The results are sometimes re­ 
markable. In one series of 500 
operations, a fifth of the patients 
could actually leave the hospital 
and support themselves. Another 
fifth were well enough to return 
home.

.patients operated on have shown 


I remarkable improvement, a third 
are moderately Improved, while 
a third are not improved at all. 
Remember th a t thla type of 
surgery is never recommended 
except for patients with severe 
emotional disturbances, mostly 
those who are difficult to m anage 
even In a hospital. These people 
'could never get along In normal 
society. 


Loses lear and Worry 
Those who gain moat Irom the 
operation are the ones with se­ 
vere and prolonged anxieties and 
fears, or severe obsessions and 
compulsions. After a successful 
operation, the patient loses a 
great deal of his nervousness, 
I tenseness, fear, worry and de­ 
pression. He stops being bothered 
by delusions and hallucinations. 
At the same time, he Is not 
completely normal. As the price 
of these great lmprovementa. the 
operation causes the person to 
grow somewhat lazy and untidy, 
and also careless, especially In 
what he says. He also has a tend­ 
ency to gain weight, and allows 
little of the am bition and drive 
of the average person. 
Prefrontal lobotomy Is thus not 
a complete cure, but it does seem 
to be a great help for the seri­ 
ously psychotic patient.

Christmas Tree 
Is Useful Even 
After Big Day 


A Christmas tree may be useful 
after Christmas. 
It ran become an outdoor bird 
feeder, a protection for small 
tender shrubs or a Winter mulch 
for garden plants. 
Children home from school could 
help dispose of the tree in this way. 
It would be constructive, far less 
hazardous than tossing Christmas 
trees into the street whcrr children 
often pick them up. drag them to a 
corner lot and start a bonfire 
And less dangerous than tossing 
a discarded tree into the fireplace 
A fir tree that has been used as 
a Christmas tree makes the bc^t 
bird feeder because Its needles will 
remain most of the Winter o u t­ 
doors 
• • • 
AFTER THE tree has served its 
purpose indoors, place it in th e 
backyard, perhaps in the corner of 
a garden Anchor it well by digging 
a hole for the base or stem, or by 
placing it in a container which will 
not tip over. 
Then hang pieces of suet or pine 
cones dipped in peanut butter or 
I melted grease at the end of outer 
branches. Don’t tie the suet too far 
in the tree for the birds might in­ 
jure their wings trying to feed. 
The children will be fascinated 
I by juncoea, finches, sparrows and 
cardinals that a tree bird feeder 
will attract. Place a container of 
water beneath the tree, for birds 
need drink as well as food, 
Boughs of a Christmas tree can 
be cut off and used as little lean- 
tos around azaleas or other such 
shrubs This will protect the plants 
from high drying winds and sun 
scald Enough air passes through 
the needles to permit aeration of 
the plants. 
Christmas tree branches also 
may be placed curved end up 
over flower beds, chrysanthe­ 
mum plots, or between roses. 
It is best to do this when there 
is no snow- on the ground. T h e 
bough-* will prevent the soil from 
heaving during January and Feb­ 
ruary. 
I 
Even needles of a discarded tree 
can be used as mulch beneath rho­ 
dodendron, laurel, azalea and other 
acid loving plants.
